A very enjoyable even Ins: was 
afforded those who were fortunate 
enough to attend the concert at the 
North Gate Club on Monday evening*

In 1901 at the earnest solicitation 
of residents of Newton Centre, who 
were inundated at every severe rain, 
by the waters of Hammond brook, 
the city lowered and widened the 
brook under the betterment act. and 
awarded and assessed nominal dam- 
ages for the land taken and for ben- 
efits received. Two abuttors on this 
brook from whom some land was taken 
which formerly had been frequently 
overflowed, and who were assessed a 
nominal betterment of $75 each, 
brought suit lor the “damage" to 
their property and have been awarded 
some $800 each by a jury. 

We cite this case to draw two con- 
clusions. The first, that the alder- 
men will do well in the future to ab- 
solutely refuse to undertake any mu- 
nicipal work under the betterment 
act, no matter how tearful the petit- 
ioners may be, and secondly, to urge 
the aldermen to be exceeding tender 
of the present and future requests of 
residents of this locality for munici- 
pal favors. 

While we are yet to be convinced 
that a “yes" vote on the license 
question at the coming city election 
would be a public calamity, it is fair 
to warn the advocates of NO license 
that only hard work will continue the 
city in the temperance column. With 
the very light vote due to the lack of 
contests over elective offices, the nor* 
mal majority for NO license will be 
greatly reduced, and may be entirely 
overcome. 

The alleged agitatiou in Newton 
Upper Falls over the name of the new 
school house now in course of erec- 
tion. exists only in the minds of Bos- 
ton editors. The new school house 
will bear the honored name of Wade, 
in memory of a former master of the 
school, who later became President of 
the Massachusetts Senate and promi- 
nent in railroad circles. 

The only contest at the coming city 
election is over the ward alderman in 
Ward I. With the light vote which 
la certain to be cast, the Republicans 
of this ward should make an especial 
effort to get to the polls and vote for 
Mr. Joseph G. Kilburn. This is 
particularly true of Product Two, 
where the stay at home Republicans 
mav defeat their party nominee.

The Queer I'roik* of on 1'nRrllnlt 
furl nmt Clersrjninn. 

Robert Steven Hawker, poet and 
vicar of Norwenstow. England, was an 
eccentric person. In his younger days 
lie used to daub iho village physician's 
horse with stripes of paint until the 
nulum) looked like a zebra and then 
summon the physician hastily to an 
urgent case miles away in the country.

Th«* Wu y Hie Kln«l I’mcmI In Chinn 
and Jupim In >ln<le. 

India Ink, much used In China and 
Japan for writing with small brushes 
on soft paper ami made extensively lu 
China since 2.10 15. C., consists of a 
mixture of carbon and gmu. with the 
addition of a little musk or Borneo 
camphor lo give it the characteristic 
odor. The preparation of this simple 
Ink is by no means easy, for If the ma- 
terials are not of the best quality and 
If the carbon Is not as finely divide.! 
as possible an Inferior ink will be the 
result. After the carbon and gum have 
been mixed the product has to be slow- 
ly and carefully dried. The high polish 
is said to be produced with tree wax. 

Europeans have produced ink equal 
if not superior to the genuine Chinese 
article. The reason why the manufac- 
ture has remained chiefly In eastern 
hands is un Interesting one. The busi- 
ness instinct of the European maker 
prompts him to seize any opportunity 
of substituting cheaper raw materials 
and so lowering the quality of his Ink. 
while the tendency of the Chlunmati is 
to work on In the same groove, and in 
this case his hidebound conservatism 
is profitable.— London Mail.

Dear G raphlc: 

Your little editorial of sympathy 
with otir Educational Association, in 
Its effort to get daily medical iriBpco 
tion for our schools, wc arc grateful 
for; but we are sorry to see that you 
evidently do not quite understand the 
modus opcrandl of the proposed in- 
spection. 

Wc do not intend to have the teach- 
er act primarily as an inspector. That 
is just what is being done now. The 
teacher is not only the primary but 
the final and only inspector and, for 
many reasons which wc could name, 
she does not dare to send home now 
children whom she fears may be com- 
ing down with some infectious dis- 
ease lest she may offend the parent* 
She feels her Inefficiency in the mat- 
ter. ; 

Under the proposed arrangements, 
the teacher Is simply to send to a 
room by Ithemsevles, for the conven- 
ience of the physician, such pupils as 
she thinks are in any wise ailing; 
but the physician has a perfect 
right, and in case he finds that the 
teacher is erring it will be his duty, 
to go into the schoolroom and him- 
self pick out any pupil or pupils he 
wishes to inspect more carefully. 

The City Physician inspects only 
at the beginning of the term, where- 
as there iB more need of inspection 
after the children have been together 
a while since disease is much more 
common among children when massed 
together than when separated. 

You will see, therefore, that we 
agree with you in not wanting the 
teacher as the medical inspector. We 
simply want a well accredited physi- 
cian selected by the Board of Health, 
who will be under its direction and 
report to it and be authorized to ser.d 
home any pupil [for further inspection 
by the family physician] who is 
thought may be coming down with 
any disease that will endanger Ihe 
rest of the school. 

The small amount of money which 
we ask for is the amount named by 
the Board of Health and will be ex- 
pended, as you will see, under its 
direction.

The following communication from 
the Mayor to the School Committee, 
opens up an interesting subject for 
debate. 

City of Newton, Massachusetts. 

Mayor’s Office. Nov. 21, 1904. 
To the School Commttee: 

From time to time doubts have been 
freely expressed as to the wisdom of 
the law requiring school committees 
to furnish, at the public expense, free 
text books to the pupils of the public 
schools. This legislation was enacted 
in 1884 {Chapter 103 of the Acts of 
that year). It has had a full aud fair 
trial, and t lie present seems an appro- 
priate time to consider whether or 
not this shall continue to be the pol- 
icy of the school law. 

There is undoubtedly much to be 
said in favor of this policy, and the 
reasons given are of sufficient weight 
to make it seem to be the wise policy 
for the pupils of the primary and 
grammar grades. But the same rea- 
sons do not apply with equal force to 
the pupils of the high school. These 
pupils are almost all beyond the com- 
pulsory school age. A comparison of 
the subjects enumerated in Section 1 
Chapter 42 of the Revised Laws in 
which instruction must be given ill 
the public schools with the subjects 
in which instruction is actually given 
in our High School will indicate at a 
glance that the chief part of the ex- 
pense of conducting this school is 
being devoted not to the subjects re- 
quired to be taught, but to the more 
“general purpose of training aud cul- 
ture, as well as for the purpose of 
preparing pupils for admission to 
State Nornal, Technical Schools and 
Colleges.” 

For pupils who are on the average 
beyond the compulsory school age, 
seeking as a privilege and not as a 
right, instruction in the advanced sub- 
jects taught in High Schools like our 
own, no satisfactory argument occurs 
to me for requiring the School Com- 
mittee to furnish, at the public ex- 
pense, free text books. 

I therefore believe that the time 
has come to request you to give this 
matter serious consideration, and if 
you reach the same conclusion, to 
join with me in asking the legisla- 
ture so to amend the general law as 
to make it permissve to each City or 
Town to determine whether or not 
free text books shall be furnished to 
the pupils cf the high school. 

In order that such proposed legisla- 
tion may be before you in a definite 
form, I submit with this an act 
framed to accomplish this result. 

In order also that there may be no 
doubt but that the expense of furnish- 
ing free text books to high school 
pupils is a substantial expense, it is 
proper to add that during the last 
school year out of a total of $0918,26 
expended for text books, $1441.62 was 
for text books for the High School. 

1 do not wish to be misunderstood 
as being critical of the splendid work 
which is being done in our High 
School or desirous of hindering its 
proper development. I have the honor, 
sli a red with not over two members of 
your Committee, of being a graduate 
of the School, i am proud of its past 
and solicitous for its future. Blit 
when 1 was a pupil in the High 
School, my school hooks were not fur- 
nished me at the public expense.

in the winter it is almost Impassable 
and dangerous when there is snow on 
the ground. I do not think any con- 
sideration should be given to the op- 
position of people who reside between 
Homer street and Common wealth ave.

I noticed in reading the report of the 
proceedings of this hoard that it was 
reported that a citizen had stated that 
he would take his children out of 
school in case the tracks were re- 
moved.

I am afraid however if these 
children arc not able to walk the short 
distance necessary that they will not 
be strong enough to do the work pre- 
scribed for them in the public schools 
On West Newton Hill we have no 
such accommodations; we have cars 
on Washington Street and Common- 
wealth avenue. The Pierce School is 
about as far away from the cars as 
Homer Street would be and in travell- 
ing to Newton mornings on Otis 
Street I notice a large number of 
West Newton pupils walk Lug to the 
High School at a bencht to them I 
have no doubt. I very much feel this 
remark was made in anger rather 
than in reason. Now consider the pe- 
titioners who arc backed as I under- 
stand by a large number of the peo- 
ple of Newton Centre. The chief 
petitioner is the First Church. They 
ask for the removal of the trar.ks be- 
cause they are a nuisance, because 
the noise is a nuisance and annoys 
them and because it interferes with 
the proper use of t lie driveways. 
They really deserve well from us I 
believe. They have built a beautiful 
edifice that is an honor to the city, of 
which we may well be proud and for 
which they should be given great 
credit. The poor driving public should 
also be considered in asking for the 
removal of the tracks In closing I be- 
lieve we should take expert testimony 
as to what the people of Newton Cen- 
tre desire and that wc have received 
from the Alderman from Ward 6.

There is ail undercurrent of influence 
here in favor of this order which I 
have not yet been able to place my 
hands on. The order has been tabled 
heretofore because there were not 
enough votes to pass it.

It In Produced liy it Lnlque Voice 

Orttnn In llic Syrinx. 

Birds have no vocal chords In the 
larynx. 1ml they possess a unique voice 
organ !u the syrinx, which is provided 
wilh what nre really vocal chords of a 
very effective and complicated kind. 
This syrinx lies In the lower part of 
the windpipe and the upper part of the 
branching bronchi, hut varies much In 
its exact position and details of struc- 
ture in different birds. 

’ Briefly it consists of a varying num- 
ber of muscles, as many as from live 
to seven being found in the best song- 
sters. attached to folds of membrane 
nml the bony half rings, which at this 
part of the throat form a sort of en- 
larged Adam’s apple. 

Distinctness of the several muscles 
nml the mode of their Insertion Indi- 
cate a bird's musical capability. The 
syrinx of the skylark mid nightingale, 
for Instance, is a marvel of adjusted 
muscle and membrane, while, on the 
other ha ml, the ostrich ami some vul- 
tures have no voice organ, the pigeon 
lias hut little to show, and the common 
fowl has no muscles to modulate Its 
cry.

OUR FINGER NAILS. 

Metliod by Wllfclt Tliey Are Formed 
mid I Intv They UrotT. 

The nail is a special modification ol 
the cuticle, the superficial cells being 
harder, more horny and more liruily 
adherent to each other than in the 
proper skin. The deep layer of the skin 
is peculiarly modified to form the bed 
of the nail. Is highly vascular, and is 
studded wllh almost parallel rhlgcs, 
tile true skin overlapping the sides 
mid root of the nail, which fits Into 
the groove, as a watch glass Into Its 
rim. The surfaces of all these ridges 
are covered with growing cells which, 
ns they tint ton and change Into horn, 
form one solid curved plate, the nail. 

Nails grow holh in l hick ness and 
length. The Increase ill thickness is 
caused by tin* formation of nerve cells 
on the bed of the nail: the Increase In 
length, through the formation of now 
folds nt the hinder part of the bed. 
The mill, thus constantly receiving ad- 
ditions from below and from behind. 
Is slowly pushed forward* over Its bod 
till It projects beyond tlie end of tho 
finger nml Is cut off at Intervals or 
worn away.

Lei us 
rather, by liberal rewards for good 
conduct and scholarship, draw a much 
larger number into those schools. 

If need be, let certain studies be 
discarded or reduced to a minimum, 
and let far more prominence be given 
to those of immediate and practical 
utility in the management of the ■ 
complicated affairs of municipality, 1 
state and nation.

The bleak winds 
experienced in the New England 
States never reach Montreal and Que- 
bec. These beautiful Canadian cities 
welcome winter, for then it is nature 
chooses to bestow her best attributes.

Sleds and sleighs, 
every conveyance has runners in the 
winter season, and the visitor who 
desires to "do the city up brown” 
should organize a partv to sally forth 
behind tlie merry jingle of .sleigh 
bells. 

Montreal has many* sights to enter- 
tain the vsitors. Her landmarks are 
many, and her history is recalled by 
numerous reminders from the days of 
Frontenac to the attack of Montgom- 
ery. Customs arc decidedly French, 
of course, and a little foreign flavor 
is added to the visit by an observation 
of the manners of oitr Canadian cous- 
ins. One must not ini&s a visit to 
the famous Notre Dame church, the 
towers of which rival the summit of 
the beautiful Mt Royal as a desirable 
observation point for viewing the 
city. In Dominion Square is the 
Cathedral of St James, built ou the 
model of St Peter’s at Rome, and 
presenting a facade unsurpassed for 
beauty on this continent. Besides 
these there are several old buildings, 
private residences, whose architecture 
proclaims that they' are relics of the 
sixteenth century. 4

ham, where the last vestage of 
French power in America was shat- 
tered by the English, receives many 
a pilgrimage in the course of a year, 
and the quaint old city with its upper 
and lower towns has much to hold the 
interest of the tourist.

The news item in atiotncr column 
relative Lo the payment ot over 530,000 
to the State in adjusting accounts, is 
worthy of the most careful consider- 
ation. We commented last summer 
on the large increase in the state 
charges for metropolitan sewers, 
water and parks and here we face the 
Hard, cold facts that there is over 
$50,000 difference between 1903 and 
1904. We are paying over $8600 on 
our grade crossing account, $35,676 
for metropolitan parks, including 
items of over $5000 for boulevards 
many miles from here and $818 for 
Kautasket beach, over $52,000 for 
sewer accommodations and over 
510,000 for water which we do not 
uae. 

Is it not high time that with met- 
ropolitan charges amounting to nearly 
$100,000, the city of Newton take 
some decided action towards a change 
in the present unsatisfactory man- 
agement of these great improvements. 
With so large an interest in the mat- 
ter it would seem as if the city should 
have a direct voice in saying what 
shall and what shall not be done in 
the metropolitan dis trict. This is not 
possible under the present Commis- 
sion-Legislature system, and the 
statesmen in the district have ample 
scope to devise an adequate and satis- 
factory method of government, 

A careful analysis of the election 
returns shows that the agitation by 
the friends of NO license was neces- 
sary as well as effective. The num- 
ber of blanks on'the license question 
was 183 while the blanks for city offi- 
cers averaged about 900. This is evi- 
dence that about 700 persons went to 
the 'polls and voted solely on the 
license question, and it is safe to say 
that they were NO votes. Besides 
this number there were undoubtedly 
many others who went to the polls 
primarialy to vote on the license 
question and voted at tne same time 
for city officers. The majority for 
NO license was about 1000 and with 
the above facts in mind, it is clear 
that without the quiet and effective 
work of the temperance people, the 
license vote would have been ex- 
tremely close. 

City Hall Notes. 

An unusual, unfortunate but inter- 
esting event took place this week 
when City Treasurer Raulett sent a 
check of $30,955.68 to the State 
Treasurer in adjusting the balance of 
accounts between the city* and the 
state. The matter is unusual as the 
balance has hitherto been in favor of 
the city, that for 1903, Having been 
$19,241.87, showing that over $50,000 
is the difference between 1903 and 
1904. This increase is largely due to 
a jump in our assessment for interest 
on Metropolitan sewer bonds of 
$21,829.16 and in the sewer mainten- 
ance account of $4500. the total debits 
being $159,137.% as agaiftat $132,138,45 
for 1903. On the credit side, there is 
a loss of $15,767.10 in the amount re- 
ceived for corporation taxes, probably 
due to the new corporation law, a 
loss of $4,767.48 in street railway 
taxes, and nearly $2,200 in National 
bank taxes, the total credits being but 
$12*5,182. 18 as against $151,380.32 last 
year.

kitchens, they tuck their napkins under 
their chins and laugh and talk while 
eating and drinking, so enjoying a de- 
gree of leisure nearly unknown among 
all elusses of Americans.

Kangaroos use their hands very read- 
ily’ to hold food In and to put It Into 
their mouths. As their fore legs ure so 
short that they have to browse lu u 
stooping position, they seem pleased 
when able to secure u (urge bunch of 
cabbage or other vegetable provender 
and to bold It In their hands to eat. 
Sometimes the young kuugaroo. look- 
ing out of lls mother's pouch, catches 
one or two of the leaves which the old 
one drops, and the pair may be seen 
each nibbling ut the salad held in their 
hands, one, so to speak, "one floor” 
above the other. The slow, deliberate 
clasping and unclasping of n chame- 
leon’s feet look like the movements 
which the hands of a sleep walker 
might make were lie trying to creep 
downstairs. The chameleon’s are al- 
most deformed hands, yet they have 
n superficial resemblance to the feet 
of parrots, which more than other 
birds use their feet for many of tlie 
purposes of a hand when feeding. 
To see many of the smaller rodents— 
ground squirrels, prairie dogs and mar- 
mots— hold food, usually in both paws,

ho stretches out his neat little palm. 
Angers and thumb, and, with nil the 
movements proper to the civilized 
mode of greeting, Insists on shaking 
hands.

"Cope Horn blankets" ami which are 
the sure foreruuners of storms. The 
extremely low levels to which the 
gluclcrs of Tierra del Fuego descend, 
the perpetual congestion of the sub- 
soil, the meeting of conflicting winds 
of very’ different temperutures, are all 
direct or Indirect causes comblulug to 
make this the most constantly stormy 
region of the world.

Police Paragraphs. 

After nearly a year of friction wit h

Tarbox on Tuesday morning handed 
in his resignation to take effect Feb. 
1st, 1905. 

Chief Tarbox was appointed to office 
by Mayor Cobb in JS93, after service 
as city marshal of Hiddeford, Me., 
and as chief of police of Fitchburg, 
Mass., and succeeded the late Chas. 
F. Richardson. His acts as chief 
were the subject of an investigation 
by Mayor Weeks in January 1902, re- 
sulting in his practical exoneration.

The school committee transacted im- 
portant business at its regular meet- 
ing Wednesday night. 

The Superintendent reported these 
temporary appointments: Helen Dyer, 
assistant Jackson kindergarten:

JCmnia ]>. Larrabee, assistant at 
the Eliot School resigned and Mary I. 
Coggesliall appointed in her place. 
Mary F. Calnane, resigned from the 
Evening School and Amelia Gunther 
succeeds her. Amy E. Gilddcn re- 
signed from the Roger Wolcott School, 
Aiistine C. Moody was granted leave 
of absence from the Wade School and 
Adelaide E. Thompson, kimlergart- 
ntr supervisor was granted leave of 
absence until March 1st. 

A report of inexpedient on the 
mayor's suggestion in the matter of 
free text books in the High School 
was accepted. 

A petition for continuance of the 
evening drawing school was refused. 

Orders were adopted requiring pay- 
ment for tuition of non-resident 
pupils and of pupils residing in the 
city for the sole purpose of attending 
school. 

A report upon mentally deficient 
children was referred to the commit- 
tee for 1905. 

On petition of citizens of Ward 5, 
the new school house at the Upper 
Fails was named the Ralph Waldo 
Emerson School.

Cnpo point, whirl* tcnnli.utcM the 
mighty hondlnnd known us Hu* Cnpo 
of Good Hope, consists of :i taworlng 
promontory of sandstone, which rises 
from the son to mi altitude of Slrt foot. 
At the base of this stands n tdg soil- 
lary column which is known as Vasco 
da Gama's pillar. The lighthouse 
which here Illuminates the meeting 
place of the Atlantic and Indian oceans 
is one of the most Imimrlaut and most 
useful of its kind. It. is visible from n 
distunes of thirty-six miles. The cltlT 
scenery is wild ami sublime, the rocks 
are magnificent, and the far reaching 
sea, with the fierce surf beating on the 
iron bound coast, is impressive. In the 
water directly beneath the cliff sharks 
are abundant. A traveler describing 
the scene says that on the ocenslou of 
Ills visit so numerous were the evil 
looking monsters that the sight ns he 
descended the el iff was most unpleas- 
ant. A slip and a fall Into the sea at 
this point would mean that the unfor- 
tunate would 1 h' torn Instantly limb 
from limb by the ravening brutes.

The Turnpike Ern. 

Betwecu the yeurs 1790 and 1840 In- 
numerable plans were made for the 
creation of turnpikes In the United 
States. There hud been one grant suc- 
cess. the Lancashire turnpike lu Penn- 
sylvania, and then caiue countless oth- 
er projects. In 1S11 New York had 137 
chartered roads, with a total length of 
4,500 miles, and the sum required to 
build them amounted to $7,500,000. All 
era of cnnnl digging and then of rail- 
road building followed this period, but 
the canal promoters and railroad men 
had great difficulty In advancing their 
schemes. They were considered Insane 
when they insisted that the mountains 
and plains could bo conquered by these 
means of transportation.

THE ODOMETER. 

ft Was Known to Kitftlneera nf (he 

Alcsnmlrlnn School. 

The odometer, an instrument for 
measuring distance traversed hi a car- 
riage. is no modern Invention. The 
first description of It Is 1«» he found 
In a fragment of a Greek treatise and 
was known to engineers of the Alex- 
andrian school. 

Passing to more modern days, \te 
find thnt on Jan. 1. l.TBX, n hook was 
published in Nuremberg which pro- 
fessed to give a "succinct, del ailed and 
positive explanation” of various sys- 
tems of measurement hy means of 
such an Instrument. This “divider.” 
as the author calls it. had a wheel 
which earth'd in Its axle an Indicator 
worked hy the circular movement: at 
each turn a needle made a stroke, 
which was transmitted In the dial. 

This odometer, divided Into 100 
equal parts, had a long hand and a 
short, like modern clocks, the latter 
moving one stroke as often as Its Mg 
brother made a complete round of the 
dial. 

Another odometer, said to have been 
Invented hy Peter the Great, was 
shown at tin* Moscow polytechnic ex- 
hibition In 1872. It was called a 
"verst counter'’ and worked excel- 
lently. 

WESTMINSTER HALL.

Westminster hall, whose old gray 
walls have seen coronation banquets 
and stale trials, used to echo with the 
bargains driven at shops or stalls which 
at one time fringed Its walls like a 
modern bazaar. These were kept hy 
booksellers, toy dealers, sempstresses 
and milliners. The rents and profits 
went hy right to the warden of Ihe 
Fleet. An engraving of the busy scene 
was made by Mosely and prints taken 
therefrom by Gravelot before 1773 
showing how,

(1770) we rend: “We enter Into a great 
hall where we were surprised to see In 
the same place men on one side with 
baubles nnd loys nnd on Ihe other tnk- 
en up with fear of judgment. In this 
shop are to he sold ribbons nnd gloves, 
towers, headdresses, ete. On the left 
hnud we hear a nimble tongued paint- 
ed sempstress with her charming treble 
In vile you to buy some of her kn' 
knacks.’’— London Mull. 

A PECULIAR COMPOUND. 

CryoNlitue Tim yvh In (lie Cold nnd 

Freemen t inier Heat. 

According to a German medical jour- 
nal. very anomalous Is the conduct of 
a peculiar chemical compound known 
ns "cryostnse.” This consists of n mix- 
ture in equal parts of phenol, saponin 
and camphor, with a little turpentine 
oil. 

This weird substance possesses Ihe 
remarkable quality of becoming liquid, 
or we may say of “thawing.” in the 
cold, and again becoming solid, or, as 
It were, “freezing." when heated. 

It Is true that some other bodies— as, 
for Instance, the white of an egg— pos- 
sess a similar properly of becoming 
solid, or cougulating, with heat, hut in 
the case of these, when once the solidi- 
fication has taken place, no degree of 
cold will restore llieta to the liquid 
state, whereas with cryostnse the ex- 
periment cun he repealed and the 
process reversed any number of times. 
We have thus a substance which ab- 
solutely defies all rule and precedent, 
but of whose except loan I behavior no 
satisfactory explanation has ns yet 
been given.

There was only one complete die 
made for tin* pueposa of coining money 
by the Ojiifri fi nite Stales of America 
— that for a one cent piece, which was 
made by Lovett, the 1’hllndeJphln on 
graver, In 18111. After he had finished 
the dies Mr. Lovett found that he was 
unable to send them to the persons 
who had ordered l he work done, mid, 
becoming alarmed, lie ‘'struck off ' 
twelve nickel cents mid 1 lion carefully 
secreted both coins and dies. For 
twelve long years the engraver kept 
Ids secret, which was finally revealed 
through an accident. Otto day In ISTff J 
he went to the hiding place of the rare 
coins and selected one for n pocket 
piece and within the month passed It 
out unknowingly to Uiizeltlne, ITm 
Philadelphia restaurant keeper. This 
tun n, knowing the piece to he Lovett's 
work, sent it to J. t\ Itumlall, the coin 
collector. After some little trouble 
Iluzeltlno and Humlal) succeeded lu 
buying the die, and from It they struck 
fifty- five copper pieces, twelve In silver 
anil seven In. gold. Tills accomplished, 
they mutilated the die. and coin dealers 
now hold Confederate cents at u very 
high figure.
